P>Y  ORDER  OF  THE  HONOURABLE  THE  ADMINISTRATOR 
IN  COUNCIL,  DATED  MARCH  19th,  1925. 


7IIEREAS  .sinalli)<)X  may  at  any  time  break  out  in  tlie  Provinee, 
(lie  I’rovineial  Board  of  Health,  .‘subject  to  the  ajiproval  of  the 

Hononrable  (lie  Adiuini.strator  in  Council,  enacts  the  following  regula¬ 
tions  : — ■ 


1.  “Health  district'’  or  “district”  in  these  regulations  means 
any  district  over  which  a  Local  Board  of  Health  has  jurisdiction,  irre- 
.spective  of  the  manner  in  which  such  Local  Board  is  by  law  constituted 
or  appointed. 

.Vi‘i>oi.\T,\iEXT  OF  Officers.

2.  On  I'eceijtt  of  a  notice,  foi-wtirded  by  registered  letter  addressed  Medical  iieaitu 
to  the  head  of  the  Council  of  any  municipality,  or  to  its  clei'k,  and  signed 
by  the  Chaiiamin  tind  Secretiiry  ot  the  Provincial  Boai'd  of  Hetilth,  retjuest- 
ing  the  a])jM)intment  of  a  Medical  Health  Otiicer,  the  Council  of  such 
municipality  shall,  within  tive  days  from  the  date  of  receiving  such 
notice,  apjioint  a  Aledical  Health  Otiicer,  and  make  jirovision  for  reason¬ 
able  comiiensation  for  his  .services,  if  such  apiiointment  and  jirovision 
has  not  already  been  made.  If  (he  Council  refuse  or  neglect  to  make 
such  appointment  within  tive  days  after  receipt  of  such  notice,  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  may,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Provincial 
Board  of  Health  or  of  its  Chairman  and  Secretary,  make  such  ajiiioint- 
ment. 


AVhenever  the  Aledical  Health  Otiicer  in  any  district  requires  the  .sauiiai-y  DoUoe. 
assistance  of  sanitary  jiolice  for  the  juiiqiose  of  assisting  in  carrying  out 
the  health  regulations  in  force  in  the  district,  he  shall  temporarily  emidoy

one  Of  inore  persons  as  sanitary  police  nntil  the  proiter  authorities  shall 
have  appointed  sanit;n-y  police.  If  the  IMedical  Health  Officer  or  the 
Provincial  Board  of  Health  require  the  appointment  of  any  specified 
nnmher  of  sjinitiii-y  ])olicemen,  then  snch  nnmber  shall  be  appointed. 
Should  the  Conncil  of  any  mnnicipality  refuse  or  neglect  to  make  snch 
a])])ointmeiits  on  the  retpiest  of  the  Medictil  Health  Officer,  such  appoint¬ 
ments  may  be  nuule  by  the  Provincial  Board  of  Health. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  employed  as  Sanitary  Inspector,  or  policeman, 
nurse,  guard,  or  other  attendant  in  or  about  any  quarantined  house, 
smallpox  hospital,  or  suspect  station,  or  as  an  undertaker,  disinfector, 
or  driver  of  an  amliulance,  unless  he  or  she  has  had  smallpox  or  submits 
to  vaccination;  such  ])ersons  shall  he  vaccinated  by  the  IMedical  Health 
Officer. 

ISOL.VTIOX  HoSPIT.VL — SlJSUECT  STATION. 

5.  The  Provincial  Board  of  Health,  the  Local  Board  of  Health,  or 
the  IMedical  Health  Officer  of  anv  health  district  mav,  either  with  or 
without  prior  agreement,  take  i)ossession  of  any  unoccupied  land  or  build¬ 
ings  for  the  juirposes  of  an  isolation  hospital  or  for  any  of  the  purjioses 
mentioned  in  sections  Id  and  102  of  the  “  Health  Act,”  IPS.  1024,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  sections  Ki,  17,  IS,  10,  and  20  of  the  ‘‘Health  Act,” 
B.S.  1024,  with  reference  to  compensation  and  otherwise.  Any  title 
acquired  shall  vest  in  His  Hajesty  or  the  municipality,  as  the  case  may 
be.  The  Local  Board  of  Health  or  the  Medical  Health  Officer  then  shall, 
or  the  I’rovincial  Board  of  Healtli  may,  immediately  establish  and  main¬ 
tain,  at  the  exjtense  of  the  Local  Board,  on  said  land  or  in  said  buildings, 
an  isolation  hos]»ital  and  two  susjtect  stations — one  for  the  special  pur- 
])ose  of  observing  persons  susiiected  of  having  the  disease;  the  other  for 
the  purpose  of  detaining  under  observation  persons  who  have  been  exposed 
to  infection  until  the  period  of  incubation  of  the  disease  shall  have  elapsed. 
There  shall  also  be  provided,  at  the  exjiense  of  the  Local  P>oard,  an  ambu¬ 
lance  and  other  necessary  conveyances,  and  also  a  modein  disinfecting 
aitjtaratus  for  hosiiital  and  general  use.  The  necessary  number  of 
physicians,  nurses,  guards,  and  other  attendants  shall  be  engaged  before- 
hand,  to  be  in  readiness  to  serve  when  required.  The  whole  equipment 
and  management  of  such  isolation  hosjiital  and  suspect  stations  shall 
be  such  as  to  satisfy  an  officer  of  the  Prindncial  Board  of  Health. 


Default  of  Local  Authorities. 

r».  Any  default  on  the  jiart  of  (he  aullmrilies  of  any  district  in  taking 
immediate  and  elfeclive  action  in  carrying  out  the  regulations  of  the 
Provincial  Board  of  Ileallh,  or  any  Heallh  Acts  of  this  Pi’ovince,  or  any 
health  by-law  in  force  in  llu'  district,  shall  be  at  once  reported  by  the 
Medical  Ileallh  Officer  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Provincial  Board  of  Health, 
in  oi'der  that  tlu*  said  Board  may  take  such  measures  as  it  deems  re(]uisite 
for  |)lacing  the  said  dislidcl  in  a  ]i'Osilion,  as  regards  its  sanitary  arrange¬ 
ments,  to  etfeclively  condial  the  said  disease. 

7.  Lvery  doubtful  case  of  a  communicable  di.simse  shall  be  dealt  with 
and  (dassed  as  a  communicable  disease  until  such  is  disproved.

S.  WhiMiever  any  housidiolder  knows  or  sus]iecls  that  any  jierson 
within  his  housidiohl  has  smallpox,  he  shall  immediately,  by  siiecial 
iiK'ssengm-  when  iiossibh',  givi'  notici*  to  tlu'  .Mislical  Health  Oflicer. 

!).  ^^4len(n■(‘r  any  idiysician  knows  or  sus|)ects  that  any  person  whom 
he  is  calh'd  upon  to  visit  is  int'ectiMl  with  or  has  dii'd  of  smallpox,  he 
shall  immediately  notify  the  .Mi'dical  Heallh  Officer.

10.  Any  iiliysiciaii  so  callcMl  sliall  have,  lor  (lie  imiposo  of  isolaliii^ 
lli('  iiilVcIcd  |)(‘isnii  and  Ids  aldaidaiils  and  of  idacinj;'  llic  palicnl,  aldai- 
danls,  and  all  (dliiT  poisons  icsidinj;  in  llic  saiin*  lioiiso  and  llio  lionso 
ilsoir  in  (piarant in<‘,  all  llio  powers  ol'  the  .Medical  IleaKli  Ollieer,  and  lln^ 
duly  ol'  orderinj>'  and  enroreiiii!;  sneli  iniiiiediale  isidalioii  and  ipiaranline 
shall  d('Vol\  (‘  upon  sneli  physician  nnlil  the  .Mislical  liealih  ( Mlicer  has 
heini  indilied  and  has  had  liiiu*  lo  acl. 

I  1.  ^Vh(‘ne\■(‘l•  a  (eacher  in  any  school  has  reason  io  sns]»ecl  lhai 
any  pupil  is  snil'erinji'  froiii  sniallpo.v,  or  lhal  sniall|»ox  (‘xisis  a(  Ihe  lionsi* 
of  any  pupil,  he  shall  nolil'y  llu*  .Medical  ll(*alth  Ollieer  iniinedialely,  and 
shall  piH'venI  Ihe  al leiidanci' of  said  pupil  or  jinjiils  until  medical  evidcniee 
(hat  no  danc'er  of  induction  exists  has  heim  obtained.  [Vide  section  101, 
“  ilealih  Act,”  K.S.  1024.) 

12.  AVIum  snialljiox  is  presmil  in  Ihe  l’rovinc(*,  any  lionsidiidder  who 
knows  oi‘  snsjiects  that  any  jieison  within  his  I'aniily  or  lionsehold  has 
chicken-po.x  shall  iniiiu'diately  notify  (he,  .M(*dical  Ih'alth  Ollice]*. 

13.  M'hen  snialljiox  is  jiresent  in  the  rrovinei*,  any  jiliysician  who  is 
called  upon  to  visit  a  jierson  still'erin<>'  fi-oni  ch icken-jiox  shall  ininiediafely 
give  written  notice  to  the  IMedical  Health  Ollieer. 

14.  The  IMedical  Health  Ollieer  shall  ininiediately  give  notice  b}’  tele- 
grnjih  to  the  Provincial  Hoard  of  Health  of  the  lirst  case  of  snialljiox 
which  shall  ajijiear  in  his  district,  and  shall  fnidher  furnish  every  seven 
days,  or  oftener  if  leijnired,  a  slatenient  showing  (he  nnnib(‘r  of  new  cases 
develojied,  the  nnniber  of  those  who  have  di(‘d^  the  nnniber  of  (hose  who 
have  recovered,  and  the  nnniber  who  are  still  sick. 


SuscEcrED  Case. 

15.  The  ^Medical  Health  Otlicer  of  every  district,  or  any  of  his  medical 
assistants,  having  received  information  of  a  suspected  case  of  smallpox, 
shall  immediately  inquire  into  the  facts,  either  b}'  consultation  with  the 
attending  physician  or  by  his  own  jiersonal  observation,  or  both.  If  the 
characteristic  .symptoms  are  not  snfliciently  developed  at  the  time  of 
investigation,  the  iMedical  Health  Oflicer  shall  keep  the  case  under  his 
own  personal  observation  at  the  sjiecial  susjiect  station  or  elsewhere  until 
the  true  nature  of  the  disease  is  discovered.  Pntil  the  time  has  arrived 
when  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Health  Ollieer  all  cause  for  suspicion 
or  danger  is  jiast,  the  susjiected  case  siiall  be  isolated  and  otherwise  dealt 
with  in  the  same  manner  as  jirescribed  for  a  case  of  snialljiox.  The  pei’- 
sons  living  in  the  same  house  or  u  ho  have  been  in  contact  with  the  infected 
jiatient  shall  also  be  kejit  under  observation.  And  all  such  jiersons  and 
the  susjiected  jierson  also  shall  be  immediately  vaccinated. 

fO.  No  milk-container  shall- be  returned  lo  any  dairy  or  milk-vendor 
from  a  house  while  under  (juarantine. 

17.  No  Jierson  from  a  house  in  which  there  is  a  patient  sulfering  from 
snialljiox  shall  handle  milk,  butler,  or  any  other  daii-y  jiroduct  which  is 
to  be  sold  or  given  to  any  jiarty,  delivered  to  any  creamery  or  butter- 
factory,  nor  any  utensil  or  container  n.sed  in  connection  therewith.  Any 
of  these  jirodncts  may  he  distributed  under  jirecantions  to  be  laid  down 
by  the  Medical  Health  Ollicei-.

18.  Where  (here  is  a  case  of  snialljiox  in  any  house,  the  iSfedical 
Health  OlHcer  shall  forthwith  cause  a  jilacard  to  be  posted  in  a  con- 
sjiicuous  jilace  on  the  front  of  the  house,  on  which  shall  be  jirinted  in 
large  letters  the  word  SM.VLLPOX,  and  which  .shall  also  state  the  jienalty

1!).  No  person  otlier  than  the  Metlical  Health  Officer  shall  remove  or 
cause  to  be  removed  such  placartl,  anil  this  only  after  the  place  has  been 
disinfected. 

IsoL.vTiox — Qtr\rantixe. 


20.  Definitions. — liy  isolation  is  meant  the  separation  of  persons 
snlteriiig  from  a  communicable  disease,  or  carriers  of  the  infectious  organ¬ 
ism,  from  other  persons,  in  such  places  and  under  such  conditions  as  will 
prevent  the  direct  or  indirect  conveyance  of  the  infectious  agent  to  any 
person. 

l»y  incubation  or  quarantine  (these  terms  being  .synonymous  for  the 
l)ur])ose  of  these  regulations)  is  meant  the  limitation  of  freedom  or  move¬ 
ment  of  persons  who  have  been  exitosed  to  communicable  diseases  for  the 
period  of  time  equal  to  the  incubation  iieriod  of  the  disease  to  which  they 
have  been  exposed. 

21.  No  person  shall  enter  any  infected  or  quarantined  house,  isolation 
hospital,  or  suspect  station  wilhout  the  permission  of  the  Medical  Health 
Officer. 


22.  Every  person  having  smallpox  shall  be  immediately  isolated  with 
his  attendant  or  nurse  in  a  separate  room  until  such  time  as  he  can  be 
removed  to  an  isolation  hos])ital  or  elsewhere,  and  nothing  shall  be  taken 
out  of  such  room  without  having  itreviously  been  disinfected  ;  and  besides 
such  isolation  of  the  patient  in  a  separate  room,  the  house  and  all  persons 
residing  therein,  as  well  as  all  other  persons  who  were  exposed  to  infection, 
shall  be  quarantined.  The  Medical  Health  Officer  shall  then,  as  soon  as 
possible  where  such  removal  can  be  effected  without  danger  to  life,  remove 
such  infected  patient  to  the  isolation  hositital,  tent,  or  other  place  as 
jirovided.  A  patient  shall  not  be  discharged  from  such  isolation  hospital 
for  twenty-eight  days,  or  until  all  scabs  have  fallen  off  and  all  lesions 
have  healed. 

2.‘1.  Any  person  refusing  to  conqdy  with  the  regulations  as  to  vac¬ 
cination  or  revaccination  shall  be  quarantined  in  his  house  at  his  own 
expense  for  the  full  iteriod  of  (luarantiiie,  then  disinfected  and  released, 
excejtt  ill  the  case  of  ji  transient  or  tin  occupant  of  any  hotel,  rooming- 
htmse,  public  lodging-house,  apartment-hou.se,  or  other  ])ublic  place,  who 
may  be  removed  to  a  detention  station  anil  detained  there.  In  this  case, 
however,  the  city,  town,  vilhige,  or  municijial  ilistrict  shall  ])rovitle  the 
detaineil  person  wilh  the  necessities  of  life. 

24.  AMieu  the  case  apjietirs  to  be  urgent,  owing  to  the  jireseuce  of 
smtillpox  in  lh(‘  Province,  or  immeiliately  contiguous  thereto,  the 
Lieuteimnt-tloveruor  in  (’ouncil  may  authoi-ize  the  Provincial  Health 
Officer  to  ])erfoian  tiuy  iluty  belonging  to  any  Local  lloiinl  of  Health  or 
Medical  Hmdih  Odicer,  iuid  which  is  neglectetl  by  such  Local  Hoard  or 
Medical  llt'allh  Officer;  lh<‘  ('xpenses  incurreil  tlun-eiu  to  be  jiaid  by  the 
Lociil  I’oitrtl.

2(!.  I'b(u-y  resident  of  this  Province  sliiill  forthwith  be  vaccinated  or 
jtroduce  to  the  IMedictil  llt'allh  Officer  of  the  district  or  municiiiality 
when'  h('  or  she  rt'sitles  :i  c(‘rl  iliciite  or  ]»i-oof  of  successful  vaccination 
within  the  prect'iling  two  yt'tirs,  or  a  certiliciile  that  such  jK'rson  is  at 
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Ilic  |tl•(‘s('lll  iiisns((‘|t( ililc  <»r  vacciitiil ion,  or  a  cci-liliciilt*  of  |»liyHiciil  niifil- 
iK'ss  lor  vaccin:il ion.  Sncli  corl ilica lo  shall  ho  I'roin  a  (Inly  (|nalili(*(| 
medical  praci itioiu'r. 

L*7.  It  shall  he  the  duly  oT  Hu*  sclnad  Irnsiccs  and  l(*aclu‘rs  (»('  all 
schools  (pnhiic  and  privalcl  lo  see  that  Ihe  i)rovisions  of  the  |)i-<*eedin}' 
snhsc'clion  ar(‘  rorlhwilh  eoniplied  wilh  hy  l(‘aeh(*rs,  Janitors,  all  (miployees 
of  tin'  School  Itoard,  and  hy  all  childrcm  al  ((‘iidiiij'’  sneh  schools,  hijih 
schools,  or  colleges. 

I’S.  The  Irnsiccs  and  Icachci's  of  all  schools  (  jnihlic  or  private)  shall 
provide*  that  no  child  shall  he  pcrniiltcd  to  attend  school  withont  produc¬ 
ing  a  certilieate  of  successful  vacciualiou,  or  that  the  child  is  iususcejdihle 
to  vacciualiou,  or  a  certilieate  of  jdiysieal  iiutilness.

2!).  I’rovides  that  any  jtersou  who  violates  any  re^nlatiou  of  the 
Provincial  Poard  shall,  unless  it  is  otherwise  sjeecially  jerovided,  be  liable 
for  every  such  oH'euce  to  a  tine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  with 
or  without  costs,  or  to  iinjn-isonineut,  with  or  without  hai-d  labour,  for  a 
term  not  exceeding  six  mouths,  or  to  both  tine  and  imprisoumeut,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  convicting  (’ourt.
